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Newly submitted claims 18 and 19 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Claims 18 and 19 as 
amended now relate to a method of using a golf facility. Because the claimed golf facility may 
be used in various manners and the search required for claims 18 and 19 is not required for 
claims 1-17 restriction between the facility and a method of using it is proper. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 18 and 19 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite in 
that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. These claims are 
omnibus type claims. 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McKee in 
view of Sadao, Shirley, Szymanski, and Hewson Jr. (Hewson). McKee discloses a golf facility 
having synthetic greens which may be of various colors (see Col. 2, lines 63-65), and has a large 
structure (at the clubhouse) between tees on either side. Golf activities may be performed on 
various levels of the facility. McKee does not disclose using his targets as disc golf targets but 
such would have been capable of this use. McKee discloses the claimed facility with the 
exception of the other known golf facility items claimed by applicant. However, as disclosed by 
Sadao, Shirley, Szymanski, and Hewson, rooftop miniature golf activities, dispensers (of video), 
illuminated perimeters, and colored balls respectively are all known in the art. Applicant has 
merely taken these known golf facility features and added them to a facility of the McKee type. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have so added these features for 
the various advantages they each inherently bring to a golf facility. 

Regarding the other recited features of the claims, the examiner takes official notice that 
varied topography, obstacles etc. are all commonly known on golf courses and would have been 
obvious on McKee's course for their inherent purpose. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-17 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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This action is a final rejection and is intended to close the prosecution of this 
application. Applicant's reply under 37 CFR 1.1 13 to this action is limited either to an appeal to 
the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences or to an amendment complying with the 
requirements set forth below. 

If applicant should desire to appeal any rejection made by the examiner, a Notice of 
Appeal must be filed within the period for reply identifying the rejected claim or claims 
appealed. The Notice of Appeal must be accompanied by the required appeal fee of $250.00. 

If applicant should desire to file an amendment, entry of a proposed amendment after 
final rejection cannot be made as a matter of right unless it merely cancels claims or complies 
with a formal requirement made earlier. Amendments touching the merits of the application 
which otherwise might not be proper may be admitted upon a showing a good and sufficient 
reasons why they are necessary and why they were not presented earlier. 

A reply under 37 CFR 1 .1 13 to a final rejection must include the appeal from, or 
cancellation of, each rejected claim. The filing of an amendment after final rejection, whether or 
not it is entered, does not stop the running of the statutory period for reply to the final rejection 
unless the examiner holds the claims to be in condition for allowance. Accordingly, if a Notice 
of Appeal has not been filed properly within the period for reply, or any extension of this period 
obtained under either 37 CFR 1.136(a) or (b), the application will become abandoned.
